A SUCCESSFUL PROTEST. 


THE JASPER COUNTY FARMERS’ COMPLAINT 
ABOUT FREIGHT BATES, 


A Heavier Tariff Required on Wheat Than on 
Zinc by the Frisco and Missouri Pacific 
Roads—The Hearing Before the Railroad 
Commissioners at Jefferson City To-Day— 
A Compromise Offered by the ’Frisce Ac- 
cepted.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., May 3.—A delegation 
of Jasper County farmers, consisting of John 
M. Pollard, Bennett Hall, W. F. Houghawont, 
John Van Hay, William Roach and James 
Hickman, appeared before the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners to-day, and through 
their attorneys, Messrs. Houghawon* 
and Halliburton, presented complaints 
against the freight tariff on wheat 
from Carthage and other shipping 
points in Jasper County to St. Louis City, 
charged by the Frisco and Missouri Pacific 
Railroads. These roads are charging $80 per 
car load of wheat, equivalent to 20 cents per 
100 pounds, and worth in the St. Louis market 
after paying treights and commission from $325 
to $400 per car; while at the same time charg- 
ing only $40 per car for transporting zinc ore 
worth, in the same market, between two and 
three times the value of acarloadof wheat. 
This, they complain, is not only an 
unreasonable charge on wheat, but also 
an unjust discrimination against the farmer. 
Col. W. H. Houghawont, attorney for the del- 
egation, made a very plain and forcible state- 
ment of their view of the case. He claimed 
that his clients were friendly to both roads and 
did not desire to array the people 
against their interests, but he stated that the 
farmers of Jasper County, all fall and winter, 
had been compelled, by reason of this high 
tariff, to sell their wheat to the miller for 50 
and 55 cents per bushel, or less than the cost 
of production. He concluded his argument 
by submitting to Col. Cole, General eight

GOVERNMENT RED TAPE. 


PECULIAR METHODS OF THOSE IN CHARGE 
OF THE UNITED STATES FINANCES. 


Petty Meanness of the United States as 
Debtor and Creditor—How a Pork Con- 
tractor Was Nearly Ruined—Annoyances. 
to Which Disbursing Officers Are Sub- 
jected—Why Accounts Can Never Be Set- 
tled—A Contractor Tells Some Curious 
Stories of Smal! Methods of Dealing. 


People talk a great deal about the manner 
in which tne Government is swindled,’’ said 
James B. Cameron of Cincinnati, to a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter, ‘‘but those who are 
acquainted with the manner in which business 
is conducted by the supply departments of 
the Government will bear me out when 
Isay that more money is unfairly abstracted 
every yearfrom the pockets of contractors 
and officials having in charge Government 
property than the United States itself loses. 
The Government is generally regarded as a 
good debtor, but I donot hesitate to sav that 
of all solvent debtors it is unquestionably the 
worst. Iwas formany years a Government 
contractor, and afew factsthat came under 
my observation will suffice to prove that I 
know whereof I speak. 

HISTORY OF A PORK CONTRACT. 

‘*Some ten years ago I made two contracts for 
mess pork, onelot of 200 barrels to be de- 
livered at Fort Buford, and another of 350 bar- 
rels, to be delivered at Assinnaboine. I had to 
purchase the lot on very short notice, and 
could not select it with as great 
care as 1 usually exercise. As it chanced, 


among the barrels sent to Assinnaboine, 
from twenty to ä were not at all what they 
should be. The pork happened to be needed 
at that place, however, and the good pork 
Was taken, the price of that spoiled bein 
deducted from the amount due me. This, o 
course, was all right, and would not be worthy 
of mention, were it not for the con-

No, he said, the contract called 
for 200 barreis, and he could accept no smaller 
number. I went over to the suttler’s store 
and bought a barrel of pork, 
that this would settle the 
But this, 
was not of size and 
weight. I bought another, giving thereby an 
excess of pork on every contract, but ain 
the figures were shown me,and I was told that 
it would be as impossible to satisfy the con- 
tract with 201 as with 199 barrels. I was driven 
nearly to desperation, as the loss of the money 


which I had counted on receiving was at 
that time a very serious matter 
to me, and I offered to send to st. 


Paul for an extra barrel. But again my fatal 
contract was spread before my eyes, and the 
fact pointed out that there were but two days 
left in which to deliver the 200 barrels, and 
that it would be impossible to get the pork 
from St. Paul in that time. To make a long 
story short, I had to take my pork, load it on 
and peddie it out through 
country at a heavy loss. 
Should a private individual or corporation 
transact business in this manner, it would be 
regarded asthe height of meanness, but was 
and is an every-day matter with the Govern 

ment. 

A QUARTERMASTER AND A PAIR OF SHOES. 

JI naturally, was highly indignant with the 
Quartermaster,’’ Mr. Cameron went on to say, 
but he took me into the office and soon 
vinced me that it would be unsafe 
to act in any other way. The documents that 
he showed me taught me for the first time 
what red tape really was. It seemed that 
some eight months before the Captain had re- 
ceipted for a package said to contain fifty 
pairs of shoes.

The small 
superannuated elevator at Venice, II., 
formerly and possibly still owned or 
operated by the Francis firm, is surely 
not the one referred to. As for the Union 
Elevator in East St. Louis, III., that was 
built and controlled by the C., B. & Q. 
road, which retained control by holding 
over it an always due debt in addition 
to the retained half of the stock. 
That part of the Union Elevator 
stock which fell into the hands of the 
Laciede Bank was transferred to FRANcIS. 
This gave him a sort of partnership with 
the C., B. & Q. in the grain trade, with 
incidental rebates and favors that pre- 
vented other buyers from competing on 
the line of the C., B. & O. It also en- 
abled him to pose as a large buyer from 
first hands. But even after crediting him 
witb allof the ‘‘Q’’ road’s elevator and 
grain business, the statement that he 
handles more actual grain than all the 
other grain men in St. Louis is an absurd 
exaggeration, and is based only on his 
pre-eminence as a dealer in ‘‘futures.” 
If he is authority for the statement that 
he now has a million dollars borrowed on 
grain, he must be telling secrets in the 
country which are sedulously guarded 
from other operators in the grain pit, and 
he must be more heavily loaded with fut- 
ures than usual.

GLOVER IN BOONE COUNTY. 


The Congressman Makes a Vigorous Attack 
on the Francis Crowd.

CENTRALIA, Mo., May 8.—The Democrats of 
Boone County were treated to two very ani- 
mated discussions yesterday, one at Columbia 
and the other here. At Columbia in the after- 
noon Gov. Morehouse and Congressman 
Glover made speeches, Mr. Glover, in 
his speech reiterating the charges 
made against Mr. Francis at Higginsville. Mr.
